Tragedics of Niagara, 


Memorios Kecalled by the Vedder Pearson 
Horror. 


New York Times, 


‘To think that I should have left Nia- 

| gara Falls twenty years ago) after having 

been a witness of two torrible tragedies 

of the falla; and then upon nly first visit to 

them in that time, be therein the midat 

of the oxcitement of the Veddor-Pearson 
horror !’ 

The speaker was an old man who said 
his name was Andrew Dalrymple of Cam- 
den, He was a passenger on an Erie rail- 
way train, returning from a visit to the 
Niagara Falls, where he said he was ao 
hackmian and guide for ten years,” I was 
greatly surprised to see the old tree trunk 
atill rising im the American rapids, between 
the small islands off Goat island and the 
American shore. I guess no one remem- 
bers when that tree lodged there, but T re. 
member i€ for thirty years, and it never 
entered my mind that it could be there 
yet. But there it was, and as I stood on 
the Goat Island Bridge last weck andlook- 
od at the gnarled trunk, the thought of 
that early summer tnorning over 20 years 
ago, When I was one of the first people at 
the falls to discover a man clinging to the 
log, came back to me with a vividness 
that made me shudder. No one ever knew 
how he came there or who he was, but it 
was supposed that he had been rowing 
across the river somewhere above during 
the night before, and losing control of 
his boat had been swept down into the 
rapids, and the boat striking the tree 
trunk he had, by some miracle, gained 
a foothold on it. News never spread 
so rapidly as that of the discovery of 
this man in his perilous situation. Word 
was telegraphed at once to Buffalo, and a 
party of life-savers came on a special train 
to try and rescue the man. Before ten o'- 
clock thousands of people were gathered at 
every available spot where a sight of the 
unfortunate man and the efforts to save 
him could be obtained. All the railroads 
ran special trains, and people came in con- 
veyances of all kinds from the surrounding 
country. No one seemed to know at first 
how to go to work, but the man clung to 
the tree, Watching every movement that 
was nade, Of course it was impossible to 
make him hear, or give him any direction. 
Finally, a life-boat was attached to a cable 
and let down from the bridge towards him. 
It was drawn towards the log by ropes at- 
tached to it, and handled by men on the 
island. The boat was making directly for 
the spot, and hope that the poor man would 
soon be safely drawn ashore began to be 
felt by the asse:nbled multitude. Sudden- 
ly, however, it was caught in a swirl of the 
rapids, thecable parted like a kite string, 

and the boat sob past tho man like a fash 
within two feet of hiin, and was carried 
over thie falls. 

‘After this the life-savers were all at sea 
again, Several plans were suggested, and 
one was adopted which it took till late in 
the afternoon to get in readiness. In all 
those long hours of suspense I don’t believe 
one of the spectators ever movec from his 
tracks. Everything else about Niagara 
Falls was forgotten except the terrible 
scene of a fellow-being hanging on the verge 
of death, and patiently awaiting the success 
or failure of the effurts that were being 
made to rescue him, 

“The plan adopted was to fasten a strong 
cable securely to the American shore, at- 
tach a staunch raft to it,carry the loose end 
of the cable over to the island and let it 
belly down with the raft to the tree trunk. 
By this means it was hoped that the raft 
could be drawn steadily to the small island 
between the man and Goat island, from 
which no trouble was anticipated in taking 
him. Some food and a glass of brandy 
were placed on the raft, and ropes were 
fastened tu it by which the man was to tie 
himself fast. The raft moved down and 
reached the man in safety. As he stepped 
upon it, lashed himself fast,and then eager- 
ly seized the refreshments, such a shout as 
went up from the thousands of people that 
had watched the proceedings with beatin 
hearts and bated breath was never haar 
before. It could be heard above Niagara. 
The raft was moved towards the islands. 
Everything seemed to be. working to a 
charm. The tension that was upon the feel- 
ings of the spectators was so great that 
many fainted away. 1 was a strong man, 
but I know I wept like a child. Suddenly 
the raft stopped. The cable, drawn as it 
was beneath the water, caught on some ob- 
struction. All efforts to loosen it were un- 
availing. One groan of agony arose from 
the great crowd, Finally the man sprang 
to his feet, undid the fastenings that held 
him secure on the raft, and kneeling for a 
moment as if in prayer, sprang into the 
raging water and pulled bravely for the is- 
land, but a few feet away. At first he gain- 
ed visibly, and the thought that he would 
be saved found utterance in another joyful 
shout from the spectators. But when he 
was almost within reach of the shore his 
stréngth began to fail, and steadily the dis- 
tance between him and the shore increas- 
ed,

Estates of the Russian Emperor 

One may form some idea of the extent 
of the possessions belonging to the Rus 
sian Einperor, property immediately 
attached to the Crown, when we liear that 
the Altai estate alone covers an area of 40, 
000,000 desjatins, or over 170,000) Kquire 
iniles, being about three tines the size of 
England and Wales. The» Nertehinsk 
estates, in Eastern Siberia, are~ estitnated 
2,000,000 desjactins, In the 
Altai ostates are situated the gold. and sil 
ver mines of Barnaul, Pauloy, Simijov, 
and Loktjepp, the copper foundry at Sa 
sou, mad the great von works at Gavrilo, 
inthe Salagarov district. The receipts 
from these enormous estates are in a ridi- 
culously pitiful ratio to their extent. In 
the year 1882 they amounted to 950,000 
roubles, or a little more than £95,000 « 
while for 1883 the revenue was estimated 
at less than half this sum, or about 400, 
000 roubles, The rents, &e., gave a sur- 
plus over expense of administration of 
about « million wand « half of roubles. On 
the other hand, the working of the mines 
showed « deficit of 
the result indicated. 

A partial explanation of this yery unsat 
isfactory state of things is to be found in 
tho situation of the mines, Which are gen- 
orally in places quite destitute of wood, 
while the smelting works were naturally 
located in districts where wood abounds, 
sonivctimes as much as 600 or 700 kilo- 
motres distant from the mines, The cost 
of transport of raw materials became con- 
siderable in this way, | By degrees all the 
wood available in the neighborhood of the 
sinelting works became used up, and it was 
necessary @ fetch wood from distances of 
even over 100 kilometres, Formerly the 
inines were really — penal settlements, 
worked by convicts, who were partly help 
ed by imniyrants whose sons were exeupt- 
ed from military service on the condition 
of working in the mines. But since the 
abolition of serfdom this system has been 
quite altered, and there is now a great 
deal of free labor on the ordinary condi- 
tions,

Death Prom Suake-Bites in India, 


The great mortality auong  natir os 
from snake-bites, in the absence of almost 
a single case amoung Europeans, seeuis to 
speak its own tale. It is chiefly among 
the poorer classes and agriculturists, who 
form the bulk of the population, that snake 
bites occur—those whose daily struggle 
for bread subjects thom to constant risk 
and exposure from which their more for- 
tunate brethren are exempt.

Often so slight is the bite on finger or toe 
that is not enough to break sleep, and thus 
the sleep of life gradually and unconscious- 
ly merges into that of death. The poison 
seems to steal insensibly and painlessly 
through the system, gridually benumbing 
the springs of life, till it brings them to a 
standstill for ever, Nor is there anything 
left to tell the cause except the minutest

The huge creature struggled with wings 
and paddles to free itself.

The 
carcass floated lightly on the waves, its 
feathers forming a comfortable support 
until he was rescued, 


Warts and Wrinkles. 


How They are Produced and How to Avoid 
Them. 


Warts are peculiarly ugly things wher- 
over they may occur, and were considered 
practically incurable a few years ago, unless 
it were by means of charms. In every vil- 
lage there was an old woman who under- 
took to charm warts away, and the cures 
related by her yotaries were really marvel- 
lous, especially when they related to the 
hiding away of a piece of meat with which 
the wart had heen rubbed, or any nostrum 
of that nature. Sometimes, however, the 
wart-charmer used some vegetable juice, 
which, of course, acted as a caustic, and 
that was a proper and legitimate cure. The 
littlo warty excrescence that grows on the 
neck, or sometimes on the eyelid, may be 
removed by tying a hair or a morsel of fine 
silk around them ; Cie woariny of this causes 
the excrescence to fall off in a fow days, 
without producing a wound or oven a tender 
place in the skin, Warts should be treated 
us soon as perecived, and not allowed to 
grow. If they come on the hands, it is of- 
ten by being carelessly dried, as a damp 
state of the skin seems to induce them. It 
isa conunon belief among servants that 
puttiny the lauds into water in which egys 
have been boiled will produce them, Warts 
are far less common than they used to be, 
perhaps because more remedies are known, 
and perhaps because with the spread of 
knowledge there is less faith in silly charms 
and more recourse to chemists and doctors. 

Few people are so afflicted with warts as 
the Abbe Liaxt, the well known musician ; 
they are all over his face, and especially on 
his nose, and as they are of a peculiar kind, 
he seems unable to get rid of thom. They 
do not add to the charm of his personal ap- 
pearance. 

Wrinkles give an appearance of age, and 
usually come on as people get older, or as 
i consequence of using large quantities of 
powder, a habit remarkably offensive to 
men, whatever foolish women may think 
of it. A little powder to prevent chafing 
in cold weather, or after washing, when 
the face or neck have been exposed to the 
sun, is a very different thing. Justa dust 
of powder immediately wiped off tempor 
arily removes & greasy ook, but stands to 
reason that a lavish use of it must fill up 
the pores of the skin and thereby perman- 
ently injure the complexion. Wrinkles are 
much under personal control. A. girl of 
youth who indulges in perpetual knitting 
of the brows produces a vory ugly wrinkle 
between the eyebrows, but this may be en- 
tirely removed by forsaking the trick. A 
habit of half-closing the cyes—very com 
nion with near-sighted persons who do not 
choose to wear glasses—produces wrinkles 
at their outer corners. An ill-tempered 
dropping of the corners of the mouth brings 
wrinkles in these positions. No outward 
applications will ever cure this the effort 
must come from strong determination and 
resolute avoidance of the cause that pro- 
duces the ugly effect, 

Living inn very dirty atmosphere tends 
to develop and accentuate wrinkles ; the 
grime naturally settles in any little hollows 
that will receive it, and the longer it stays 
there the more difficult to remove. It may 
be partially kept out by regularly wearing 
a voil out of doors, but the best thing 1s 
frequent and thorough Washing with hot 
wator and the appheation of a little sweet 
oil or cold cream at bedtime. This softens 
and smoothes the skin, helping to fill out 
instead of increasing the tendency to fall 
into hollows and trace channels, A little 
alum or other stringent lotion applied in 
the morning does good rather than harm, 
but if it makes the skin smart it acts as an 
irritant and must be avoided. Any pufling 
of the skin is associated with an unhealthy 
condition of the blood, and ought to receive 
proper treatment People who

Butif we may acc opt 
the statement of the defoated emperor in 
the brief letter which he atldressed to the 
King of Prussia on the day after tho 
battle, Arcole would. have pleased — his 
rider more had he fallen and placed the 
dospairing emperor at the imerey of his 
foes, ‘‘Not having been able die at 
the head of my troops,’ wrote Napoleon, 
“T yield my sword to your majesty.” With 
him 4,000 officers, 85,000 soldiers and 14,- 
000 wounded fell into the hunds of the 
victorious Germans, From that hour the 
fortunes of Arcole, like those of his im 
perial master, waned, andin the old age 
of the steed it was ridden by one in no 
way connected with the brilliant Trench 
court which existed in the days of the 
Socond Empire, but the horse is now as 
well provided for as the Dost of his kind 
could desire.

Phe oldest railroad locomotive engiucer 
in the United States is Lawson Lufkins, 
generally called ‘* Squire” Lufkins, of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad. He 
isastall as Don Quixote and almost as 
thin, but his carver and character are the 
reverse of Quixote. For nearly forty 
years the rider of the swiftest of steeds and 
m constant danger, le has never met with 
a windmill ov other serious accident, and, 
so far fromm roaming in search of adven- 
tures, he has devoted his whole thought and 
enérgy calmly to his plain duty—to the 
carrying of his passengers safely to their 
destination and on time. 

**Mine has been a very simple’ life,” said 
the ‘Squire’ recently, ** and when I look 
back over the thirty-seven years I ran a 
ewift- passenger anginge it Makes me wonde) 
that so fow things stand out. It’s alla 
dead level now. | began engineering when 
I was just twenty years old, which was 
pretty young, and you see I needn't be tot- 
tering on the edge of the grave to be the 
oldest engineer. When I began I hadn't 
served an apprenticeship as a fireman, but 
I was a well-trained machinist. Loconio- 
tives were my delight to study, and when I 
gotone to run myself my ambition was 
realized. I just settled down, to my life- 
work then and there. At first I was bother 
ed by people. wondering at such a boy en- 
gineer, but [ attended strictly to my work, 
and soon | knew I was all right and safe, 
and the officers cine to the sanie conclusion 
before long. I loved my work and I never 
let my mind run olf the track: My etigine 
and imy duty were more to me than any- 
thing else I could think about, When an 
engineer's mind goes off on side trips his 
train. is apt to make’a violent attempt to 
follow.” 

** Didn't you feel the effects of the work 
and responsibility on your nerves /”’ 

**T can’t say I did, I’ve read of doctors 
saying that no man can stand the physical 
and mental strain of running an engine 
more than twenty-five years. I don’t be 
lieve this is so. Ifitis Lama great ex- 
ception. Tam just as capable to-day as I 
ever was in my life aud I think I could go 
on and complete my twenty-five 
years. Of course, the engine shook ime up 
and there was nvise and exposure all the 
tine, but I got used to these things. They 
yot to be as matter of fact as cating. As 
to the sense of responsibility, I felt it, of 
course, butit sustained me instead of 
breaking ne down, Why, it is the soul of 
eugineering, this thought that one is tak 
ing care of the lives of others. If 1] didn't 
have it I wouldn’t run an engine, It would

In the popular anind Oddfellowship is 


inostly thought of as a seeret sock ty with 
in whose close mectinys many fearful oaths 
and obligations are administered, while at 


the oxpense of novitiates aAmuUuseMOnE is 
sought by meoansof rude testaand ridiculous 


ceremonies, Very few seom to have 
thought a moment and reasoned that after 
all the secrecy of the association may not 


be more than what is usually found in any 
successful corporation or individual enter 
prise, or even ina well conducted family. 
Everyone has private matters and interests 
which he jealously conceals from the public 
gaze and rightfully deems his happiness as 
well as prosperity best secured thereby. 

Certainly, as faras the acts and purposes 
of the Order are apparent to the outside 
world they are only in the interest of hu- 
manity, good citizenship, and benevolence 
and char’ ity. If Oddfellowship were wrong, 
improper, or of little imports ance it would 
not succeed and prow as it doés, its merm- 
bers often becoming more and more enthus 
iastic and devoted.

He stated that 
about 45,000 were said to have a home in 
the North West last year. A large per 
centage of the new-comers aro Presbyter- 
ians, and hence the Church should minis- 
ter to their spiritual wants, Tho progress 
of Christian work was rapid and satisfac- 
tory.

though there was no moon, and the 
was as calin as glass.

Fiftecn minutes after the red light 
was seon 120 persons were drowned, 

Four boats lutd time to become loaded, 
and in these were some fifty persons. One 
of the boats, however, was too heavily 
loaded and it capsized. Five inen managed 
to crawl on top of the keel, which they 
clung to all night, the cold water breaking 
over them and chilling them to the bone. 
One unfortunate sailor named Donaldson, 
became stuck fast- under the bars of the 
boat and remained underneath tll night. He 
could be heard moaning, but towards morp- 
ing ho beeame fneonscious. One of the 
other boats rescued these people in the 
morning, and released the imprisoned mari- 
ner by breaking in the: bottom of the boat 
with. their-oars. ,The.. boats.then got to- 
gether and proceeded in a body, They had 
no water, and for thirty-six hours they 
drifted on the water, suffering all the agon- 
ies of extreme thirst. The vessel sank at 
11 o'clock on the night of the 18th April, 
and they were picked up by the Ther ese. of 
Christiania, on Sunday at noon, A day or 
so after the Therese met the City of Romeand 
signalled herto come and take some of the 
passengers, but she held on her course with- 
out coming near the vessel to make any en- 
quiries or offer any help, and 

THE CONDUCT OF THE CAPTAIN 
is commented on with great bitterness by 
the shipwrecked people. The Louise of 
Cardiff, however, relieved the Therese of 25 
of her load, and on the Sth of May trans- 
ferred them to the Titunia. 

The Therese will not arrive in port for a 
couple of days; and) pending its arrival it 
will be impossible to ascertain who were 
those who were lost on the barque Pomoia,

Enormous Emigration to Canada, 


The Liverpool Mereury of April 24th 
says :—‘* Now that the navigation of the 
St. Lawrence is again opened, thé stream 
of emigration from Great Britain to the 
Dominion has set in with unprecedented 
vigor. Messrs. Allan Brothers have des- 
datched four steamers this week—the 
Samatian, Austrian, Hanoverian and Buenos 
Ayreaii—the latter carrying a large party 
of Scotch crofters. The total number - of 
passengers carried by the above steamers 
is about 2,600. The Dominion Line steamer 
Sarnia also took out upwards of 800 souls, 
and the Canada Shipping Company's steam- 
er upwards of 300. When the vessels 
named have called at Irish ports to receive 
the passengers there awaiting them, the 
total number of emigrants carried by them 
will be raised to over 4,000 souls. A fact 
of special interest is that a considerable 
number of these passengers have through 
tickets by the new route to Manitoba and 
the Canadian North-West, where they in- 
tend to take up land and to join friends 
who have preceded them. The number of 
those who haye gone forward yesterday is 
double that of any previous day. Conti- 
nental émigrants are beginning to find their 
way to Canada, and upwards of 700 Gor- 
mans, Swedes, Norwegians, Dutch and 
Swiss have gone to settle in the Dominion 
during the last ten days, Mr. John Dyke, 
the agent of the Canadian Government in 
thisSpart of the kingdom, has been inde- 
fatigable efforts in connection 

with a sudden wave of emigration which 
has had no parallel.

It is unfortunate that efforts to gain 
asharo of the forwarding business havo 
not been so successful as might be desired. 
If some united action were taken, proper 
inducements held out, and the Manager of 
the Grand Trunk Railway approached, it 
would be possiblo even yet, we imagine, 
to cause a diversion in the interests of the 
city. An honest and determined effort to 
accomplish something in that way would at 
Jo ast inerit success."

It was during lier long and lonely resi- 
dence in her home in the woods that Mrs. 
Moodie porformed most of her literary work, 
During the two yoars her husband was away 
in Connection with the Rebe lion of 1837-38 
she wrote her well-known work on ‘ouyh- 
ing it in the Bush,’ which did more to es- 
tablish her fame in the country thany any 
of her other productions, It is probably the 
best picture we have of primitive life in the 
country, and yveveals an easy, charming 
Style of composition.

Haily Afntelliqencer. 
The Young of the Lobster. 


The early life-history of the lobster is 
most interesting, The oggs are, upon ex- 
trasxion, found attached to the *‘awimma 
reta’”’ of the abdomen (the so-called tail of 
the lobster), and constitutes what is “ener 
ally known as the “ berry,”” A single fo- 
malo lobster will have from 20,000 to 30, 
000 egys—nas nearly as possible the same as 
the female salmon! Attached in this “ber 
ry” form, the eggs remain for some three 
or tour months, and then the young aro 
hatehed, ‘*No nutritive or other than a 
purely mechanical relationship subsists all 
this time between tho parent and its ogy 
clusters, the passing of its small brush-like 
claws among them to rid them of any ex- 
trancously derived substances, and the oc- 
casional fanning motion of its swimmarets 
to increase the stream of oxygenated water 
through and among the eggs, representing 
the sum total of attention they receive.” 
The young animals that issue from the egus 
of the lobster are distinct in every way 
from the adult, If, on the contrary, they 
were like their parents, they would at once 
sink to the bottom of the water in the im 
mediate neighborhood of their birthplace, 
and the area of their distribution would be 
oxtromely limited, 

Nature here, however, as in the case of 
the great majority of marine invertebrate 
animals, has provided her offspring with 
special facilities for becoming distributed 
to long distances, as their bodies are so 
lightly constructed that their specific gray- 
ity scarcely exceeds that of the fluid medi- 
um they inhabit, while they are addition- 
ally provided with long feather-like loco 
motive organs, with which they awim at or 
near the surface of the water, As such es- 
sentially free-swimming animals, they now 
spend the entire first month or six weeks 
of their existence, in which time, it is scarce- 
ly necessary to state, they may be carried 
by the tides and currents many miles away 
from their places of birth. During this in- 
terval, however, the little lobsters by no 
meang retain their primitive shape, ‘Their 

delicate akin, the rudiment of the future 
shell, is constantly getting too tight for 
them, and is thrown off to give place toa 
larger and looser one that differs each time 
in many structural points from its prede- 
cessors. — Fisheries of the World.

Lynch Law. 


Tho summary disposal of alleged crimi- 
nals by volunteer judges and executioners 
ig a practice more known in the United 
States than in any other land, and is some- 
times referred to as an American ** institu- 
tion.” But its name is very generally de- 
rived from one James Fitzstephen Lynch, 
whilom Mayor of Galway, Ireland,who hung 
from his own window, with his own hands, 
the body of his son, guilty of robbery and 
murder, whom the legal processes of the 
time had failed to reach. The legend, if it 
be atall credible, shows that it was a 
Welshman in Treland who set the example 
which so many Americans have since fol- 
lowed. Lynch law has a curious history 
in the United States which shows that it 
has not always, or necessarily, served bad 
ends, though itis essentially fit for cir- 
cumstances that happily can but rarely 
happen, and even these tend to disappear 
pretty rapidly. The most noted instances 
of its application occurred in California 
between the years 1849 and 1856, and 
these haye probably given tone to the 
general opinion of it more than any others. 
Yet so far as the facts are known from 
trustworthy sources, that opinion is much 
mistaken, for the vigilance committees 
of San Francisco, Sacramento, and Marys- 
ville, in California, possessed about all 
the virtues that Lynch-law can have, 
and none of its vices, except the single and 
unavoidable one of illegality. They were 
made up of responsible and peaceable citi- 
zens ; the great body of them men of pro- 
perty and repute ; they were known where 
the work was done, and as they could at 
any time have been called to account, had 
yublic sentiment permitted, they could not 
Be call irresponsible. They had a com- 
paratively permanent organization ; they 
made their arrests and held their trials and 
inflicted their penalties openly, and the 
survivors of thom are still known and re- 
spected in the place whore they ennoted 
their extraordinary “parts. ‘Those commit- 
tees were, m fact, simply unions of citizens 
to protect life and property and public 
order where the regular and official means 
forthat ond had failed. Thoy hanged not 
ynore than a score of desperadoes, deported 
perhaps five times as many, and frightened 
away many more ; but their know deter- 
mination, steadiness, coolness, and rapidity 
of action made them irresistible, 
They are not, however, fair samples of 
Lynch Jaw administration as it has been 
known in the United States, or as it is 
from time to time known now, The curious 
situation whieh gave rise to them has never 
occurred elsewhere. Lyn h-law has gener- 
ally beon a gross violation not only of the 
forms but of the purpose of law In a few 
Instances, 1 the mining Camps, or among 
tho scattered settlements of the frontier, 
where there is little law and less police 
force, mob justice has 
for oxistence. But there are now,and have 
for years been, very rare, instances, and 
ovorn in these it 18 probable that it protects 
property in horaedflesh mur h more adequate 
ly than it does other property human 
life. In general, 44 now known, it is only 
the outbreak of paasion, with no guide to 
quite as likely to destroy 
the guilty, and wholly 
very fow places in 
present moment, 
whére the courts and tho Hxecu 
tive, sustained by public sentiment,

oyer my grape yines witha shotgun, and 
potted hia race by the scores, especially as 
when fattened by a season's high living, he 
makes & most excellent pic, But his arrant 
thieving apart, he does not impress me par- 
ticularly well in the spring. He comes be- 
tween the bluebird and the song sparrow, 
and while he shows not the adventurous 
courage of the one, his prognostication is 
much less assured than that of the other. 
He comes to you, indeed, with all the con 
fidence in life, and you shall hear, on his 
arrival, his song of promise ringing outina 
style which causes the less sonorous throat- 
ed bluebird to retire to a quieter location, 
But good, mild weather is not ordinarily to 
found in his train. 

Though three times as large as the blue- 
bird he is not more hardy, and I have seen 
him ensconced in the corner of a house's 
wable, under the corner of the roof, during 
a two-days' storm late in the winter, with 
the spirit all drained. out of him, the most 
miserable and despondent of birds, He. is 
a despotic creature also. I 8ee-him con- 
tinually on my lawn in the spring attacking 
and driving away the bluebirds, chipping 
sparrows and other birds that venture near 
him, and quarrelling atid scolding with 
every creature that comes near his nest. 
Nevertheless, country life would be dull 
without him. His song is magnificent, and 
it does one good to see the pride he takes 
in it, and his ruddy breast and martial 
perpendicularity of bearing make him a 
brilliant object upon the well kept turf of 
green lawns and dooryards. He isa ter- 
ror to worms and vaibs also, when he can- 
not get any cherries or strawberries, and I 
never tire of seeing him catch them. He 
takes a short and graceful run over the 
ground, with his fect fairly twinkling—for 
all the world just as a graceful woman, 
picking up her skirts, glides swiftly into 
the house from a sudden down pour of rain 
—then he pauses abruptly, and, with head 
cocked on one side, listens to the worm 
moving in the earth. An instant’s intent- 
ness locates his prey to his mind, He 
hops to the spot, jabs hio beak savagely in- 
to the earth three or four times, and pulls 
out a great white abomination, or a glisten- 
ing writhing thing, which he beats'to death 
and calmly swallows, wiping his bill on tho 
grass afterward, like the well-bred gentle- 
man that he is. I think, but cannot prove 
it, that his short runs on the turf—which 
he accomplishes with considerable stamp- 
ing of his diminutive feet—are intended to 
alarm to worms. They, hearing the sound 
above them, make haste to cuca, and he, 
hearing their movements, is enabled there- 
by to discover and make an end of them, 
If this is not so, and the worms are con- 
stantly moving in the ground, why does he 
give himself the trouble of all this exertion, 
instead of prowling earefully about and ex- 
ainining every foot of his territory 7 That 
he gets at his prey by hearing is evident. 
What a sense he must have, and what 
quantities of worms it brings him! 1 have 
often wished I were thus gifted, after dig- 
ging over vast areas of ground unayailingly 
for bait to go a fishing with.

Yhe Man Who Crrossed Niagara on Blon- 
din's Back. 


Signor Natalie, the property ian of 
Abbey's Opera Company, is the man who 
was carried on a tight rope over Niagara 
River. He was interviewed by a Cincin- 
nati Z'imes Star reporter, and tells what his 
feelings were while making the perilous 
ride t 

J That was in the summer of 1861,” said 
he, “a treme ndous crowd of pe ople yather- 
ed that day at the Falls, and it was a nice 
day for our purpose.

In fact, L took the very 
one that IT use daily on the about town wires, 
We had no trouble at all in hearing, More- 
over, this line waa run by a circuitous route 
to New York, subject to every practical 
pediment. We had the tiew Wire ron 
on the regular line poles, with the other 
wires all around it, and covering a much 
longér distance, than an air Jine to Now 
York would, Our distances Haye been limn- 
ited in the past, but now there seems to be 
no limit. It will be possible to talk . over 
the new line with New York; with Wash- 
inyton, and even with the western cities. 

* Tho experiment shows that the only 
mwevention for long-distance conversation 
ui been removed, If the people call for 
it the wire will be run, The expense will 
be heavier. Why, wo expended $50,000 
in perfecting the experiment, Then the 
wire is much more costly thau ordinary 
wire. As the case stands now, itis fur 
casior to talk between country places than 
from a’eity like Boston or New York, In 
the city so many wires enter the ground 
that the earth seems ov ercharged with 
clectricity, making conversation over the 
wires less clear. Phen, between places on 
different sides of a mountain conversation 
is hard, for the water running down cacli 
slope leaves a dvy space in the middle, 
which is detrimental to distinct telephon- 
Other difiiculties which exist will be 
modified or removed in tine, and thenthe 
systom Will be complete,”

A GREAT MAN’S DEATH. 


Charles O’Conor,one of the most promin- 
ent maaobers of the bar of the United 
States, died on Monday last at Nantucket, 
Mass. He was considered to be one of the 
finest criminal lawyers on this continent 
and was thought w be-—bar Henry Clay— 
the finest orator Anierica has over seen. 

He was born in NewYork in 1804, 
Shortly before that time his father emi- 
urated from Ireland and subsequently lost 
a handsome property which he had inherit- 
el. This prevented the son from receiving 
« liberal education, but he learned at schvol 
the primary branches whilst his father in- 
structed him in Latin and French. In 
1824 he was adinitted to tho bar and after- 
wards gained « wido practice. He

minently as a candidate in «a Democratic 
Couvention in 1860, He first became pro- 
iutnent by the argument he presented in a

Ist, That the Ontario Contrals Railway 


will not benefit this city, which should not 
take many lines of prose or pootry to prove. 


2nd. That the opposition of the Minister 
of Customs to some of the members of the 
Ontario Central Railway Company was the 


chief cause of the line being oxtended 
northward. It is certainly complimentary 
to the Minister of Customs that lis 


opposition would cause the promoters of 
the line to expend many thousands of dol- 
Jars to extend their line northward. But 
wo have always been told that the line was 
extended for the purpase of developing 
iron mines,if not Coe’s ‘reserve" which was 
as good as presented to him for becoming 
a figure head of the Ontario Government at 
the last election. 

3rd. That the members from this dis- 
trict should have prevented the promoters 
of the Central Ontario Railway from con- 

structing their line, which is being built 
entirely by the private resources of the 
proprietors. 

4th. That the Dominion Government did 

wrong in not building an extension to the 
North Hastings Railway ; and at tho sane 
time it tells us that tho same Government 
is squandering the people’s money in con- 
structing the Murray Cahal at the place 
recommended by the Engineers. This is a 
reflection upon the Engineers which they 
should note, and in future, when reporting 
upon a proposed canal, they should report 
as advised by the engineering editor of the 
Ontario. 

Sth. ‘Public money to the extent of over 
one million of dollars is being wasted in dig- 
ging a canal in the wrong place to connect 
the Bay of Quinte and Lake Ontario, a 
proceeding that is quite certain to deprive 
Belleville of a large share of her marine 
trade now existing.” We quote the exact 
words of this modern Solon, for until we 
had read the above lines we were unaware 
of the large marine trade now existing here 
of which we would be deprived.

Ways itis enacted that ‘the holder or holders

Now where did this $2,500,000 go? It would 
be very interesting for the people of this city and 
county who have virtually mortgaged ‘their 
lands by taxes to know. But while this bill for 
the consolidation of these railways was before 
the House fruitless efforts were nade by the 
people of this city to get justice at the hands of 
Mr. Mowatand his colleagues. Deputation 
after deputation was sent at our expense; were 
sent to wait upon Mr. Mowat and his friends, 
and what was the result?) Mr. Mowat was told 
that this City and County had bonused the 
Grand Junction and North Hastings in a very 
large amount. He was entreated not to sacrifice 
the interests of this city. It was pointed out to

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AN IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 

Woe quote the following from a recent 
issue of the Montreal Stur : 


Hon. Mr. Justice Mathiou rendered judguient 
this morning in the case of Charest re. Chalos, 
which is a double penal action taken againet de- 
fondant for having paid the fare of two cloctors 
to como and cast theie votes, It was pleaded 
that theses pervona had not boon asked to vota 
for auy #pecial candidate, but the Court held 
that it was not necessary that bribery should bx 


yroved to incur the penalty of tho Election .\ct, 


it being specified therein that the more fact of 


giving monoy for the purpose of causing electors 
to come and yote for a candidate conatituted on 
toe. 

a ar of this opinion the Hon Juclyo 
quoted a Judginent given by the Ontario Courts 
in an election caso i North Simcoe, wher both 
candidates had agreed to charter a special train 
to convey the voters and all the votes were in 
consequence declared null and void under these 
cirewmatances, judgment would go against de- 
fendant for $100 on each action and hewould be 
declared disqualified for eight years cither us a 
voter or as a candidate, nccording to the terms 
of tho law.

THAT FAMOUS LETTER. 

The Toronto Zelegram publishes in its 
issue of the 16th a fuc-simile of tho now 
famous letter addressed by Archbishop 
lynch to Mr. Higgins, concerning which it 
remarks : * All doubt as to the genuineness 
of the letter written by Archbishop Lynch 
to Mr. Higgins of Whitby, will be removed 
by the publication of a photo-enuraved 
copy of the document itself. By the photo 
engraving process the letter is photograph- 
cd on a metal plate in such a way that an 
exact copy of the original fs produced,vvery 
letter and line and curve being brought out 
asin the original letter. It will be seen 
that the body of the letter is in the hand- 

writing of another—pretty generally assum- 
ed to bo Father Bergin—while the signa. 
ture itself is in the handwriting of the Arch- 
bishop. Those who have seen the signature 
of his Grace will recognize it at once. Some 
; of the Catholic organs have pronounced the 
letter a ‘clumsy forgery,’ but the author of 
it, with moro discretion than his organs, has 
not ventured to deny its genuinencss. As 
a mattor of fact, he has not opened his Jips 
in regard to it since it was first held up to 
the light, although he would like to have it 
regarded as a forgery. The letter was de- 
signed for secret circulation, by a Catholic 
among Catholics, and was so employed by 
Mr. Higgins. It will be observed that the 
it does not tally with that given to the 
. tetters published by some of the public 
Journals, In the published letters the date 
appeared as Doc. 9, while Mr. Higgins do- 
clared that the lotter ho received bore the 
date of Sept. 9. Both theso dates were in- 
correct, as will bo observed by the photo- 
graphod copy of the original letter,the act 
ual date boing Oct. 9. The by-clection for 
use in which it was first designed was hold 
in East Simcoe on Oct, 18—nine days after 
the letter was written—whon the candidate 
in whose interest it was penned was elected, 
the Catholic candidate who supported the 
Opposition being defeated.

It is with deep regret that wo loarn that 
Mr. D. D. Calvin died on Sunday night, 
Ho has been in poor health for some timo 
past and on Thursday, his eighty sixth 
birthday, was seisod yi ha fit of apoploxy, 
which left no hope for his recovery. Mr. 
Calvin has been identified with Kingston 
and Garden Island for a great number of 
years, and by his ateady industry and force 
of character succeeded in establishing 4 
large shipping intorest and lumber indus- 
try. He strongly believed in protecting 
tho interests of his omployees, and made 
their comfort one of his personal concerns. 
Mr. born in the Stato 
of New York in 1798, but camo to 
this country at an carly age, and 
married Miss Wilkinson, of Kingston. Ho 
held the local honours of Reeve of Garden 
Island and Warden of Frontenac. He was 
a life-long Conservative and an ardent sup- 
porter of the late Sandfield Macdonald.

He was returned a number for Frontonac 
in the Ontario Legislature in 1868, and 
held the seat until 1874, when ho retired.

A Marder at Noonday in @ Third Aven- 
ue Hallway) 


The Group that «a Schoolboy Met when he 
Came Home to Dinner—A Brawl Among 
the Kobbers Ovor Beer—ThelrGupture, 


(New York Sun, Apri! 16.) 

Schoolboy Edward Jowoll, figed 13, in 
knickerbockers, with his satchelsling upon 
back, tried tu open the door of the 
apartment bouse at. 1,077 Third Avenue, 
near LO6th Street ut noon yosterday, and 
found it locked A stout man, with a red 
face, who was standing by, said to him 
** See tlo pretty pony across the street,’ 
The lad looked, saw a homely horse iu a 
dirt cart, laughed and banged at the door, 
His mother appeared at the third-story wiu- 
dow, and asked what the matter was. Ho 
flung his satchel against the door, and it 
was opened readily. 

On the hallway floor a man lay on his 
face, and two men were standing over hiu. 
They told the boy the man was drunk, and 
not tomind him, but to goon up to his 
dinner. He walked tothe top of tho stairs 
and looked back. He saw the men turn 
the prostrate man’s pockets inside out; cut 
his watch guard,take off his shoes and coat, 
roll the shoes up in his coat, and go away, 
closing the door behind them, He told his 
mother what he had seen, and she and sone 
neighbors went down. 

They found the man lying face down- 
ward, They turned him over. His face 
frightened them, and they ran out into the 
street. Policeman Brady came up, looked 
at the man’s black face and protruding eyes, 
and said he had been choked to death. 

Bofore 1 o'clock three men ertere d Geo, 
Greif's saloon at 2,188 Second Avenue,and 
sat down at a table. They drank some 
beer, and began quarrelling about money. 
Pretty soon they were fighting. Two were 
pitted against one, but the one was able to 
defend himself for some time, He knock 
ed one of his adversaries on the head’ with 
a beer glass and cut his scalp, and at the 
same time fetched him a blow on the jaw 
that was heard outside the saloon. But 
while he was doing it he was struck down 
with « chair, He aank on the floor, and 
was kicked about the head until he ceased 
to move. Then his companions ran out of 
the saloon.

The saloon keeper saw them get on a 
down-bound car that was going by the door 
and told a boy named Michael O'Donnell, 
who had seen the fight,to chase them until 
he met a policeman, O'Donnell kept up 
with the car for eleven blocks, and near 
Ninety-eight street shouted to Policemen 
Jordon and Brady, who were standing on 
the corner,to arrest the two nren who were 
getting off the.car. The policemen caught 
the men as they were running away. They 
took them to the Eighty-cighth street sta- 
tion. 

The brawlers were recognized as James 
Grady and Michiel Hearn, notorious char- 
acters. While they were standing before 
the dusk, a dead manu, who was black in the 
face, was brought in. Capt. Saunders no- 
ticed the prisoners turn pale, and saw Gra- 
dy drop a pocket-book on the floor. The 
Captain picked it up. It was marked 
‘Joseph Barling, 2,026 Third Avenue.” 
It contained a one-dollar bill and some pawn 
tickets representing books. 

A man who had followed the dead waggon 
from Third Avenue to the police station, 
said that the body was that of Joseph Bar- 
ling. Later George Barling came in, and 
identified the body as that of his father. 
He said his father worked for Enoch Mor, 
gan & Sons, manufacturers of sapolio, at 09 
Duane street. He had not been at work 
that week,and had not been much at home. 
He was 64 years old. 

Coroner Levy saw the body, — [t looked 
as though death had been caused by stran- 
gulation, and the sides felt as though ribs 
were broken. It was sent to Undertaker 
Freeborn’s shop at 2,236 Third Avenue. 

Saloon keeper Greif went back into his 
saloon, and found the assaulted man still 
unconscious. He gotan ambulance from 
tlie Ninety-ninth Strect Hospital to take 
the man away. Capt. Sanders went with 
Eddie Jewell to the hospital to look at him. 
The boy recognized him as the man who 
had pointed out the pony to him. It was 
learned that he was Michael Haley, a junk 
man, living at Seventy-third street and the 
Eastern Boulevard, 

In the evening Henry White, 15 years 
old, who drives for Haloy, was arrestod ; 
he said; ‘About 114 a.m. Haley got off the 
waggon in Second avenue near 114th street, 
and told me to drive on to Harlem River. 
Ho said he would work up trade on foot. 
I took it easy. At noon I had only got to 
116th street. Haley and Joe Grady, and 
a man I did not know ran up to the waggon. 
Grady wanted to put a rolled-up coat into 
the waggon, but Haley wouldn't lot him. 
The two men swore at Haley. I turned 
down 116th street in thé direction of First 
avenue, and the men walked rapidly up 
115th street. Grady carried the coat under 
his arm. Grady once worked for Haley. 

Haley's mother told Policeman Brady 
that White had said to her at supper that 
Grady put the coat into the waggon, He 
told White to pawn it, but Haley told 
Grady if he did not take it out of the waggon 
he would kill him. 

Mrs. Jowell said that the hallway floor 
where Barling lay was marked with a stretch 
of blood that began near the rear door and 
ended at the stairway. 

Barling’s widow and five childron liye in 
a comfortable flat over 2,026, 3rd Avenue, 
Ason said that he took the pawn tickets 
found in his fathor’s wallet to the pawn- 
brokers, and found.that they wero pledges 
for the family encyclopedia, 

The prisoner Grady is a potty thief who 
has sorved several tarms on Blackwell's Is} 
and ; he is 19 years old, and is slender and 
smooth faced. His face is badly bruised in 
consequence of his fight with Haloy. , He 
lives at Sevonty-third street and tho East 
ern Boulevard 

Michacl A. Hearn is 80 years old. Ho 
seryed 24 years in State prison for horse 
stealing, Fourmonths ago he was arrested 
by Detectives Donovan and Sheldon fo. 
robbing a poddler im Madison avenue, near 
Ninety-fourth street. For this offen © he 
has just completed threo montis imprison 
mont; he lives in a ahanty in Ninety ~third 
atre at. betwoon Madison nnd Fifth avenves 
W hon he was arrestod his boota were spot 
ted with blood.

Even on this spot now covered 
with state y edifices were to be seen only 
the bark-thatehed wigwam of the savage or 
the newly erected tents of the hardy loyal- 
ists. Thon when the ear heard me it bless- 
ed for my strong attachment to my 
sovercign and the confidence of my fellow- 
subjects.

He was married twice - the 
first time to the eldest daughter of the late 
Rulitf Purdy, of the same Township, a scion 
also of the noble pioneer band of Loyalists 
of which Captain Grass was the leader; and 
the second time, late in life , in the loyal 
house of Ketcheson, of the same Township 
He had two sons and two daughters. One 
of the former is, like his father, famed for 
his Conservatism and his Churchmanship, 
Rulitf Grass, Esq., anda daughter, Mrs. Dr. 
Boulter, wife of the late M.P.P. for North 
Hastings.

FRUIT CAKE, 


One pound of sifted flour, one pound of 
sugar, one pound of butter, one teacupful 
of molosses, one tablespoonful each of 
ground cloves, clanamon, mace and nutmeg, 
two gills of brandy, ten eggs, whites and 
yolks beaten separately, four pounds of 
raisins stoned and chopped, four pounds of 
currants washed and dried, one pound of 
citron cut in thin slips, one teaspoonful of 
soda dissolvedin alittle warm water.

Take two quarts of new milk from the 
cow, and add to it one pint of cream ; put 
to them a tablespoonful of prepared rennet 
and when the milk has become a firnt mass 
break up the curd well, separating it from 
the whey with your hand; then put it un- 
der the pressure of a four-pound weight, 
the cheese being wrapped ina clean, wet 
cloth, turn it once in two hours in a wet 
cloth, and when you haye tured it three 
times, strew a little fine salt upon it, and 
so keep it turned every two hours in a wet 
cloth all the day, and at night turn ib into 
a dry cloth ; the next morning take it ou’, 
and lay ib in vine-leaves, changing the 
leaves twice a day till you find it ft to cat, 
which is usually im eight or ten days.

Phvee egys, one scant cup of sugar, two 
liberal tablespoonfuls of cori-starcli, “one 
heaping tablespoonful of butter. Scald the 
milk, and stir in the corn-starch wet up in 
four teaspoonfuls of cold water.

add the butter,and set aside until perfectly 
cold, Then beat the oggs light, add the 
sugar, the lemon juice and grated peel, and 
whip in, «a greatspoonful at atime, the 
stiffened corn-starch milk. Bake in a but- 
tered dish, and eat cold.

The rarest tree 
vrown her< 4, perhaps, the gingo tree 
(Salisbuvia antifolio) of which it is 
doubtful if there be, out of doors, more 
than one specimen ; yet that this native of 
China and Japan, which is never seen in 
Europe, we believe, south of the Mediter- 
ranean, thrives here, is a fact to be borne 
in mind. The avistolochia has been found 
cifficult to reproduce ; all attempts in hot 
houses have, so far as we know, failed; yet 
accident has given us proof that it can be 
put into condition to germinate and has 
germinated, after being a whole winter 
under ice. The seeds fell on a spot on 
which every winter ico, from melting snow 
and falling rain, forms to the depth of sev- 
oral inches. Having been under this ice 
in the winter of 1883-4, some scods germin- 
ated, and the plants are pow in tho posses- 
sion of the writer; one plant of this native 
of the south was allowed to remain under 
ice a second winter, and it commences the 
spring ina perfectly healthy state. The 
custard apple grows naturally as far north 
as Niagara, and its artificial reproduction 
here is not impossible. The tulip tree, 
before mentioned, few take the trouble 
to grow, though it can scarcely be said to 
be out of its latitude here. Over the mer 
its of the ailanthus it is possible to dispute; 
but when placed at a distance from the 
dwelling, where the objectionable odor of 
the malo tree from which the female 
with characteristic gallantry presumed to 
be free cannot offend, its long lanceolate 
loaves give an oriental touch to the land 
scape. ‘The dwarf chestnut, and the buck- 
eye, another and beautiful variety of chest- 
nut, can be grown here without difticulty ; 
but seldom is vither of them seen. 

Our nurserymen, as a rule, are content 
to xu on the beaten track; they seldom 
trouble-thomselves to produce new” vario 
ties of trees ; but if théy do not Whke from 
their slumber thoy must expect to be left 
behind. Of course for general purposes 
our own trees get, and deserve to yet, the 
preference. But not all the beauty of the 
floral world ‘is native to our soil. ‘There is 
beauty in variety ; and variety should now 
when opportunity offers, he sought after 
and encouraged. Even so beautiful ashrub 
as the burning bush (Wahoo) and one so 
eusily grown, is seldom seen in our shrub- 
beries. For the wood it is desirable to 
learn by experiment, what is the most 
economical tree to grow, The ailanthus, 
of which the wood is suitable for furniture, 
grows With extreme rapidity. The black 
walnut must cither be reproduced, or its 
use in the manufacture of furniture be 
abandoned. At present itis perhaps the 
most profitable tree that can be yrown ; 
and yet it is doubtful wheather it is being 
planted to any extent worth mentioning. 
Along side of the black walnut, for econo- 
mic value,may be placed the hickory. Both 
of these, the must valuable of our native 
trees, are being neglected, Most of the 
trees that are being planted are of com- 
paratively little value. If common trees 
must have the preference, that is no reason 
why raver kinds should not be assigned 
their true place ; and this, we fear, is not 
at persent heing done. If we are now to 
begin to replant in earnest, the work should 
be done with discrimination and with a 
yiew to producing the best results, wsthetic 
and economk

places did duty as stoves in this country 
up to about the year 1820, and when the 
stove was introduced the pipe came with it 
as A hecessury adjunct, And though many 
patents have been granted on stoves, the 
pipes which are 60 necessary to their cfli- 
cient service remain about the same 
wore whon stoves were first introduced, 
though probably the material of which they 
iro constructed is of a better quality. LHer- 

bert Spencer, the profound thinker, is 
credited with pointing out the lack of im- 
provement which has followed the oxist- 
ince of the tongs, and though thisinsteu- 
vent of the fire place has performed its use+ 
ful work for many Bot he has called 
ittention to tho fact that that portion of 
he tongs which is intended to grasp the 
roal has always been made smooth and 
slippery, instead of rough and grasping as 
:OMNON sense and practicability would 
lesign it, The practical handlers of the 
rdinary dumestic stovepipe have no trouble 
n fitting together the various joints aud 
wotions With tle most perfect accuracy, 

but with the novice the tusk is a hard one. 

Somehow he can’ never give it the right 
twist, In the usual May Ist moving the 
sections of the fimily stovepipe are liable 
to be crushed and bent, as they are yoner- 

ly employed as ‘ filling” in loads, and of 
ourse there is some trouble in wetting them 
ogether again. Ifa pipe is taken down 
with ordinary care, moved with the same 
legree of care,and erected in the wew lmbis 
ation witlva like age Bind y, there should 
10b be this trouble. Still this is seldom 
he case, and the fact renaming that the 
stovepipe has not kept pace in the onward 
narch of progress with the other articles of 
house shold furniture,

Its Costs uud Its Profits—A Penell of Pre-

‘What does it cost to make a lead pen- 
oul?’ suid the manufacturer, ‘First let me 
tell you how we make a pencil. See ror 
fine black powder? That's graphite. 
twenty-five cents a pound. This | | 
white substance is German clay. It comes 
across the ocean us ballast in sailing ves 
sels, and all it costs us is freight. We mix 
this clay and this powder together and ! 
gvind them in a mul, allowing moisture to 
be added duriig this process, until the two 
are thoroughly assimilated and are re- ' 
duced to a paste, about the consistency of 
putty | 

‘This paste wo press inte these dics,each 
one of which is the size of a pencil lead, 
except in length. There are four leads in 
one of these After they are pressed wo 
cut them into the proper length and bake 
them in an oven kept at a very high heat, 
There we haye the lead made Its hard- 
ness is regulated by the greater or less 
amount of ‘clay we mix with the graphite

The state crown of hor Majesty Queer 
Victoria waa made by Ratidell & Bride 
in 1858, with juwels taken from éld crowns,

hundred and nine ty nino pearls nud the 
upper part of the band « row of one hun 
ced and twolve pearls, between whit h, io 
front of the crown, is a large + apphire, 
purchased for the crown by George the 
Fourth. At the bach «18 i Bapp rhire of ai usin: 
er size, wud six other tapphires (three ot 
ouch side), between which are cight omer- 
alds, Above and below tho 
phires are fourteen diamonds, and around 
the cight cmeralds 128 diamonds. Be 
tween the emeralds and sapphires ave six- 
teen trefoil ornaments containing 160 
diamonds. Above the band are eight 
sapphires, surmounted by cight diamonds, 
between which are eight festoons, consist- 
ing of 148 diamonds. In the front of the 
crown andin the centre of a diamond 
Maltese cross, is the famous ruby, said to 
have been given to Edward, “Prince of 
Wales, son ‘of Edward IL, ¢ alled tho black 
prince, by Don Pedro, king of Castile, after 
the battle of Najcra, near Vittoria, in 1367. 
The ruby was worn in the helmet of Henry 
V. at the battle of Agincourt, 1415. Ib is 
piercod quite through, after the eastern 
custow, the upper part of the piercing be- 
ing fittod up by. a small ruby. Around 
this ruby, to form the cross, are seventy- 
five brilliant” diamonds. hrec other 
Maltese crosses, forming the two sides and 
back of the crown, have emerald centres, 
and contain each 132, 124 atid 180 brilliant 
diamonds. Between the four Maltese 
crosses are four ornaments in the form of 
the French fleur de lis, with four rubies in 
the contre, and surrounded by rose diai- 
onds, containins respectively. eighty-five, 
eighty-six and vighty soven rose diamonds. 
From the Maltese “crosses issue four im- 
perial arches composed of oak leaves and 
acorns, the leaves containing 728 rose, 
table and brilliant diamonds, twenty-two 
pearls forming the acorns, set in cups of 
fifty-four rose diamonds and one table dia- 
mond. The total number of diamonds in 
the arches and acorns is 108 brilliants, 116 
table, and 559 vese diamonds. From the 
upper part or” Me “icles “are suspended 
four large pendant, pear-shaped pearls, 
with rose-diamond caps, containing twelve 
rose diamonds and stems containing twen- 
ty-four very small rose diamonds.

Tho Ontario reiterates, parrot like, 


question which has previously been fully 
answered, “‘ why Mr. Coo and his frionds 
hare got oxclusive rulway control of all the 
back country ?” 

Wo refer the questioner to the speoch of 

Hon. Mr. Bowell on the milway aid resolu- 
tions, which shows, beyond contradiction, 
that the promoters of the Contral Ontario 
Railway by wilful, deliberate and persist 
ent lying, induced Parliament to grant to 
them the charter for the northerly exten 
sion, despite the strenuous opposition of 
the members for Hastings. Then, when 
they had carried this point, thoy, 
after promising to build the whole 
line to Bancroft without assistance, 
asked the Government .to grant thom 
aid for the 23 miles or so of their lino from 
Coe Hill to Braneroft. Their duplicity be- 
ing thus exposed, the grant was given toa 
rival company. The Minister of Customs 
was absent, as our contemporary very’ well 
knows, on the mournful orrand imposed on 
him by the death of his wife, when the 
question caine up for decision, Therefore 
to charge Mr, Bowoll with neglect of his 
duty in tho promises is* infamous, but 
charactcristic of Uke paper which makes 
the chargo, and quite iu uccufl with the 
Ontario's record on this question, its utter- 
ances concerning which having beou chiotly 
made up of lies, misrepresontations and 
erroneous statements, culminating in the 
assertion that the mombers for Hastings 
failed to look after the railway interests of 
the County. 


THE COB LAND GRAB, 


Tho Daily Ontariv, in its issue of May 27th, 
makes reference to the ‘‘Coe Land Grab,” 
and says: ** Mr, Coe and his friends have 
got a lot of wild lands by paying the usual 
price for them.” 

The return brought down shows that Mr, 
Coe got from the Ontario Governniont 50, - 
600 acres without price or terms; oven the 
date of entry is carefully concealed ; also 
43,540 acres loca*ed, without date.

letter of complaint or inquiry to the makers

2. Do you tie and bed your cows so that 
they cannot besmear their flanks or udders 
by lying down in their dung, or souk the 
switches of their tails in liquid manure,and 
then swab themsolyes over with this mess ? 

3. Do you give your cows decently clean 
air to breathe, but neither stalling them in 
or over «cellar? . 

4. Do you see to it that their food is hot 
saturated by those odors and gases of fresh 
or fermenting manure, and that the water 
they drink isn’t cistern water flavored with 
dead mice or decaying leaves,or weil water 
contaminated by old boots or dead toade, 
by privy or pig-pen leaking into it through 
the ground, or by horse or cow manure 
washing into it from the surface of the 
ground / 

5. Do you scatter plenty of plaster about 
the stable once or twice every day ¢ 

6. Do you use plenty of dry sawdust or 
clean, dry sand for absorbent / 

7 Dv you brush the cows «thoroughly 
every day! 

8. Do you turn the cows out doors from 
two to six hours every day in winter, and 
do you keep thet out of the stable all the 
time, day and night,except at milking time 
in the summer / 

9%, Are you sure that your milking cows 
never, by accident or design,are allowed to 
eat musty hay, moldy corn stalks, soured 
corn-meal, rotten or rotting beets and car- 
rots, or turnips, cabbage, oil-meal, brewers’ 
grains or ensilaye in any condition ? 

10, Are you sure that they are not al- 
lowed to swallow great mouthfuls of reek- 
ing horse litter,or to suck up manure water 
from the pools in the barn-yard, which are 
apt to form after rain or a thaw / :

The Globe prints, in its issue of the woth, 
the full text of the judginent of the Privy 
Council in this celobrated case, of which 
arid the attendant circumstances it vives (he 
following synopsis: Their Lordships start 
out by giving a history of the case, 
making « clear statement of the point 
Roth are so familiar to our readers

that the briefest Fesitwe is alone allowable. 
Mr. Peter MeLaron, at High Falls, in the 
County of Carleton,on the River Missrssip- 
piphiad acquired land on both sides of the 
river, erécted dams and slides, and in this 
way, as lie claimed, made a streain, not 
floatable by nature, tloatable. Being the 
owner in feo simple of the land on both 
sides, he claimed tho ownership of the 
bed of the stream at that pomt, and tho 
consequent right to prevent anyope but 
himself using the stream at that. point. 
This claim ws disputed by Mr. Boyd Cald- 
well, who contended that by the act of 1849 
all streams in Upper Canada were made 
public highways for the carriage of lumber 
to market, and there could bo no private 
ownership of such « streain. MeLaron’s 
view was upheld in the Court of Chancery, 
Caldwell’s in the Court of Appeal, McLaren's 
in the Supreme Court, and Caldwell’s con- 
tention has, as will be seen, been fully up- 
held by the Privy Council. 
The angument of their Lordships is tha 
by the law of England the owner of the soil 
on both sides of a running stream is prima 
facie owner of the soil which forins the bed 
of the stream. But his rights as such own- 
er are subject to the rights of the owners 
above and below hini, and to the rights of 
the public, as for instance, the right of 
navigation or the right of floating timber 
to market. By the Act of 1849, they held 
the Canadian Legislature declared the pub- 
lic right of floating timber over ‘all 
streams,” including the one in question, 
and that this public right so declared must 
be paramount over all private rights such 
as McLaren claimed. To the contention 
that at this point the stream was not ina 
state of nature floatable, the answer of their 
Lordships is: ‘* And their Lordships agree 
with the Judges in the Court of Appeal for 
Ontarivin thinking that there is nothing to 
justify any Court in construing the words 
‘all streams’ as meaning such streams only 
as are at all places floatable.”’ 
On this our contemporary holds forth 
after the following fashion : 


The language as well as the judgment of their 
Lordships ix pretty hard upon our infallible con- 
stitutional lawyer, who gave as his excuse for 
disallowing the Streaivs Bill, which but de- 
clared the intention of the Legislature of 1819 to 
be what the Privy Council has declared it to be, 
that by that bill McLaren's private rights were 
cofifiscated without any compensation. And 
now the highest Court of the British Kmpire 
declares that McLaren never had any private 
rights. Voor Sir John! It is too had oak at 
one fell stroke to.destroy all pretension to infal- 
libility ; but to declare so contemptuously that 
“there is nothing to justify any Court in con- 
atriing’y the Act #o ax to claim private rights, 
in thé face of it is but giving the hist a keener 
edge. And then with the fall of the constitu. 
tional lawyer fallk, too, the tatesinan, 
Yor that anyone claiming the name should on 
» doubtful point of law strain, if not violate 
the Constitution is incredible, but now when the 
construction of the law has en yroven orrone 
ous, the act of the so-called infallible constitu. 

tional lawyer is most clearly shown to have boon 
that of tlie political partisan, not of the states- 
man. It is really too bad that the Privy Coun- 
cil should in this heartless and contemptuous 
way convict Sir John of an unconstitutional ex. 
ercise of the prerogative of disallowance ! We ro- 
member that some of the more blatant of our 
Conseryative contemporaries, a few years ago, 
when a sitnilar difference of opinion existed be. 
tween their idol and prominent British states- 
men on other points, were fond of exciaiming, 

So much the worse for British connection.” 

Wo suppose ey will now be saying, rather than 
admit the infallibility of their idol, “So much 
the worse for the Privy Council.” 


Malice, stupidity and recklessness could 
no further go. Tho Globe, in its anxiety 
to geta fling at Sir John, either does not 
see, or does not care for, the fact that, in 
attacking the Premier it attacks a majority 
of the Judges of the Superior Courts of On- 
tario and of the Supreme Court—soveral 
of whom were, when in public life, at least
